Unable to Revive Girl. 


They tried to revive the girl, but 
could not. Finally they brought her 
home on a car, reaching Hodiamont at 
2 o'clock in the morning. Dr. N. B. 
Mills of 1012 East Park avenue was 
called, after the girl was put to bed in 
her home. Dr. Mills. said the girl had 
been drugged and assaulted. 

Etta May Hayden recovered con- 
sciousness toward morning. Meanwhile 
her sister, who had been brought home 
by the other strange man, had told 
about “Mr. Smith.’’ She said that Etta 
May and Smith had become separated 
from the rest of the party about 8 p. m.

NEW YORK, June 15.—in cefense of 
his wife’s charge of abandonment, How- 
ard Gould today brought the testimony 


of employes and servants of Castle 


Gould, 
Clemmons Gould was a habitual drunk- 
ard and that her habits justified him 
in refusing to live with her. 


Maurice -Malloy, --superintendent at 
Castle Gould, was on the stand several 
hours and described eccasions on which 
he said Mrs. Gould wag intoxicated. He 
repeated epithets Mrs. Gould had ap- 
plied: to him, told how she had attempt- 
ed to take cattle away from the estate 
against the orders of.Mr. Gould and 
quoted another employe as saying he 
had seen Mrs. Gould trying to set fire 
to the magnificent buildings on the 
estate. 

Having failed to make good her 
charges that Mr. Gould had treated her 
cruelly and had failed to support her, 
Mrs. Gould was compelled by the court's 
ruling to base her hope of a separation 
and $250,000° alimeny on her charge of 
abandonment. | . 

Squad of Servants on Hand. 

For this reason Howard Gould and 
his attorney, Delancey Nicoll, devoted 
all their energies to an effort to show 
Mrs. Gould was habitually intoxicated. 
When court opened there was a squad 
of. servants and emploves ready to take 
the stand and tell of their former mis- 
tress’ conduct. 

Maurice Malloy, superintendent of the 
Castle Gould estate, was the first wit- 
ness called today in the interest of Mr. 
Gould. Mr. Shearn for Mrs. Gould ob- 
jected to some of the questions asked 
him by Mr. Watson, associate counsel 
for Mr. Gould, but Justice Dowling 
ruled that it was proper to have the 
habits of the plaintiff, Mrs. Gould, 
proved. Malloy said he was given con- 
tro] of the Castle Gould estate. 

“Did you go to Europe with Mrs. 
Gould?” 

‘Yes, I went on the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse with. Mrs. Gould and Mr. 
Sells.” 

“How soon after vou went te Castle 
Gould did you see Mr. and Mrs. Gould 
on the estate?’’ 

“Early in June, 1906.”’ 

‘““‘What was the first cenversation you 
had with Mrs. Gould at Castle Gould?’ 

There was an objection to this ques- 
tion which the Court sustained. 

Liquor Is Mentioned. 

“At what time at Castle Gould did 
you find Mrs. Gould under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor?’ 

“T object,’’ said Mr. Shearn, “and I 
want to argue this point. If the state- 
ments show that she was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, it would not give him 
any justification for abandonment.” 

Mr. Shearn then cited several authorit- 
tles and a number of precedents and 
there was considerable argument on the 
question. 

Mr. Shearn made the declaration that 
the charges of drunkenness, even if true, 
made Mr. Gould's abandonment of his 
wife more reprehensible. 

While Attorney Shearn was fighting 
hard arguing his point, Mrs. Gould, sit- 
ting directly in front of the witness and 
only 10 feet away, gazed steadily at him. 
If looks could kill, Mr. Malloy would 
have dropped dead. Mrs. Gould fairly 
quivered with suppressed hate at the 
sight of Malloy. Finally she got up and 
slipped away temporarily. 

Mr. Shearn made the unique claim 
that if Justice Dowling admitted testi- 
mony touching on intoxication, it would 
drag the suit out for two or’ three 
weeks. 

“It has been held,” he went on, “that 
if a husband drank, he needed the love 
and company of his wife more than if 
he was sober. Is not this equally true in 
the case of the wife?’ 


to prove that Mrs. Katherine 


Offered Proof of Drunkenness. 

Mr. Nié@oll answered briefly, saying 
that a wife's remaining drunk for weeks 
at a time was certainly ground for 
abandonment if it had been shown that 
the husband gave her opportunity to re- 
}form. He sald he would show that. for 
a number of years, beginning in 1902 or 
19038, Mrs. Gould had indulged in alcohol 
to excess, rendering her unfit to fill her 
household duties. He said the answer of 
his client cited 23 separate instances of 
this, 

Justice Dowling said the evidence 
would be admissible if it showed con- 
tinual, habitual, gross or often- repeated 
intoxication, with no manifest desire for 
reform, but that it would not be con- 
sidered if it merely showed widely sep- 
arated periods of drunkenness, He there-

THREATEN YOUTH; 


ACCUSED BY GIRL 


They Surround Justice’s Of- 
fice and Demand That War- 
rant Be Issued. 





Thirty angry women, waliting outside 
the office of Justice Cooper, in East 
Alton, Monday night, while he deliber- 
ated whether he should issue a warrant 
charging Paul Harrison with mistreating 
a 6-year-old girl, screamed ‘‘Hang him.” 

There were few men in the crowd, and 
they were less demonstrative than the 
women. The women cried that they 
would smash in the windows of the Jus- 
tice’s office and scratch the youth's eyes 
out. They declared that they would 
break in the locked door if the Justice 
hesitated longer. After an hour he is- 
sued the warrant, and the women, gatis- 
fied, dispersed 

The charge against Harrison, the 
overgrown lij-year-old son of an East 
Alton school teacher, was that he 
abused Nexie King, daughter of John 
King, a contractor thege. 

The girl started from her home Mon- 
day evening to the home cf Harry Mul- 
ligan, a friend of the tamily.. More 
than an hour later she returned, soeb- 
bing and half-hysterical. Dr. ¢, N. 
Pence was summoned, and he and the 
parents succeeded after a time in draw. 
ing the girl's story from her. 

She said that Harrison, who drives 
a@ grocery wagon, met her and offered 
to take her to the Mulligan home. He 
refused to stop there, she said, and 
drove eut into a woodland near the 
town, against her protest. She said he 
mistreated her there, but that after a 
time she escaped from him and fled 
inte town. — 

After the child had been partly re- 
stored to calm, her father took her to 
Justice Cooper’s office and asked that 
a warrant be issued against Harrison. 
The youth was summoned to the office. 
He ‘belongs to an old family in 
East Alton, and the Justice counseled 
moderation and delay, urging that the 
issuing of the warrant be postponed a 
day or two, until the anger in the neigh-' 
borhood subsided. 

Women who live near the King home, 
and who fomowed the father ana girl 
when they went to the office, gathered 
around and began threatening to take 
the law into their own hands if the Jus- 
tice didn't issue the warrant. 

The threats so troubled Justice Cooper 
that he appointed Edward Tichenal a 
special guard at the Harrison home for 
the night. Tichenal armed himself, put 
no effort was made to take the youth 
from the house.

Howard Gould Is Jaunty.

a jaunty air. His chief counsel, De- 
lancy Nicoll, had this to say: 

‘“‘As the issue now stands, Gould has 
to meet only the charge of abandon- 
ment, aM the other complaints having 
been stripped from the petition by Jus- 
tice Dowling. If he can show, as he 
will speedily show, that his demands 
upon his wife as a prerequisite to his 
return to her, namely, that she pledge 
herself to quit drinking, that she curb 
her extravagance, that she cease hu- 
miliating him in public and that she 
cease to meddle in the management of 
Castle Gould, were reasonable and prop- 
er, the last remaining part of her case 
falls to the ground. Mr. Gould will tes- 
tify but he will mot be the first wit- 
ness.”’ 

Yesterday, in her cross-examination, 
Mrs. Gould said that if she was not 
mistaken, she had given one of her 
discarded gowns to Mr. Nicoll’s sis- 
ter, who was on the stage.

Mrs, Gould chuckled until her stout 
figure shook, but this glee was short- 
lived, for Justice Dowling suddenly dis- 
missed her two most impoftant charges. 

As to the charge of abandonment, 
the Court held that this, too, might 
not stand unless the plaintiff was able 
to show that Howard ‘Gould's stipu- 
lations for reconcilfation with his wife 
were unreasonable. 

Developments in the case yesterday 
were, perhaps, the most interesting in 
the trial. George Gould, brother of the 
defendant, testified, and Mrs. Gould was 
excused from the stand after three days 
of searching cross-examination. 

Asks Dismissal of Case. 

After the caBe for the plaintiff was 
rested, Delancy Nicoll, for the husband, 
made the ‘usual motion to dismiss the 
suit on the ground that plaintiff had 
failed to make out a case: 

“There have been no evidences of 
cruelty,” he argued. “One of the al- 
legations is that the plaintiff was sur- 
rounded by spies. Nothing has been ad- 
duced to prove it. Then there is the 
Hawley incident. Nothing in that bears 
out the charge of cruelty.’’ 

Referring to the abandonment charge, 
he said Howard Gould, left his wife in 
July, 1906, but offered to return on per- 
fectly reasonable terms, among other 
things, her abstention from intoxicating 
liquor. Mrs. Gould, he continued, re- 
fused. 

During the argument Mrs. Gould be- 
came faint, left the courtroom and did 
not return, Titen her counsel, Clarence 
Shearn, began argument against the 
motion of the defense to dismiss. 

“It is cruelty,”” he affirmed, ‘‘for a 
husband, without justification, to ac- 
cuse his wife of being a bad charac- 
ter or to entertain against her, without 
cause, reflections against her honor. 

Lawyer Charges Conspiracy. 

“What kind of a conspiracy was Mr. 
Nicoll engaged in when he got habitues 
of a saloon te work in the purpose of 
proving Mrs. Gould a woman of bad 
repute? That was the acme of cruelty. 
Howard Gould’s attempt to have his 
wife pledge herself not to drink in itself 
constitutes cruelty.”’ 

It was this clause in the agreement 
the husband had asked his wife to sign 
before he would consent to live with her 
again that Mrs, Gould most strongly 
objected to. 

“What?” she had exclaimed early in 
the day, during cross-examination, 
“have me sign myself a drunkard? 
Never!”’ 

George Gould testified that he caused 
an investigation te be made in regard 
to the alleged former marriage of his 
brother, Howard’s, wife. He could nut 
recall the date within one year of his 
brother’s marriage. His father’s es- 
tate, he said, had never heen formaily 
divided among the children; but it was 
valued approximately at $80,000,090. 
Howard Gould was entitled toe one: 
Sixth of the estate under the will. 

In January, 196, Mr. Gould testified, 
Howard's income was about $770,000 and 
had not varied much in years prio: 
or subsequent to that date. 

Howard Gould followed his brother 
on the witness stand: He was cailed 
by Mr. Shearn, Mrs. Gould’s counse’. 
Mr. Shearn asked how much ef the 
$770,000 income in 1996 Mr. Gould spent. 
The witness said he considered his props 
erty outside of the Jay Gould estate 
worth $8,000,000 or $10,000,000.

Woman FindsDe y in Paying 
Dues in St. Lowliis County 
Is.Quite Expensive.

When Mrs. Augusta Schlegel of Mera- 
mec Heights went te Clayton to get 
the bills for her last year’s ‘taxes she 
was amazed at the. amount of fees that 
had been added on by the county offi- 
clals. She was assessed $17.68 on one 
tax bill that was originally only $5.49, a 
total in extra fees of $11.21 on another 
tax bill that originally was $6.70 and 
$2.54 on another that was but 80 cents. 

While the original taxes on the three 
pieces of property amounted -to but 
$12.49, Mrs. Schlegel was assessed a to- 
tal of $31.11, almost three times the 
amount of her taxes. 

Her sen-in-law, T. C. Rasch, who 
finally paid the taxes for Mrs. Shlegel, 
says he could not get any reasonablid 
explanation as to why so many fees 
had been added. On the three pieces 
of property there was an aggregate of 
$14.9% as clerk’s fees for making out the 
back tax books Mr. Rasch says he 
understands that the making of this 
back tax book costs the taxpayers of 
the county something like $60,000 a 
year. 

Heavy Fees for Clerk. 

On the tax bill that would have been 
$5.49 if paid by Jan. 1 last, there was a 
charge of 41 cents for interest at the 
time of making the back tax book, 
clerk’s fees of $10.2 for making the 
back tax book, interest on the aggre- 
gate of 54 cents, and 67 cents collector’s 
fees. Mr. Rasch could not see where 
the collector was entitled to any fee 
for making the collection, as he went 
to the collector’s office and paid the 
taxes, 

“We have a good many lots in St. 
Louis County,” said Mr. Rasch to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “The average 
taxes on each lot is 16 cents, but I find 
that we have been charged 25 cents ad- 
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Taxpayers. 

“I think aittae “beorke of St. Louis 
County ought to know about these con- 
ditions ‘so that they can take some 
steps to get such abuses corrected. I 
understand that laws giving the officials 
authority to make such charges were 
passed at the request of the politicians, 
Or persons who might be benefited. If 
there is such a law it is a great injus- 
tice to the taxpayers and ought to be 
repealed.”’ 

“The law allows the County Clerk to 
make @ charge of 25 cents for entering 
on the back taxbooks every lot on which 
the taxes are not paid when legally 
due,” said one of Collector Kerth's 
deputies. ‘‘There were no illegal or im- 
proper charges made. The person mak- 
ing this complaint does not know what 
he is talking about. The high fees are 
due to the fact that Mrs. Schlegel owns 
so many lots though she speaks of them 
as three pieces of property.” 

“The Collector charges 4 per cent on, 
back taxes as authorized by Section 9309 
of the Revised Statutes, and the County 
Clerk charges 2% cents per tract for 
making the entries in the back tax 
books, which is also authorized by the 
Same section.”

Mrs. Marie Mohrle, widow of the 
“Yellow Kid,” said to a Post-Dispatch 
leporter Tuesday that the failure of 
fuur plain clothes policemen to trap 
one of “Egan’s Rats” in the act of 
raying her a $500 bribe to leave the city 
was the policemen’s fault, not hers. 

“T did the best I could,” she said, 
in telling of her midnight: meeting with 
“Babe’’ Gleason, whom the policemen 
seized before he had time or oppor- 
tunity to pay her any money, or to 
conduct her to others who could have 
paid her. 

The arrest of Gleason, against whom 
the police have now no more than a 
police court case, was the sole result 
ef Mrs. Mohrie’s effort, with the help 
ef the police, to catch the men who 
have for a week past applied pressure 
and persuasion of all sorts, in the ef- 
fort to get her out of St.. Louis. 

Inquiry will be made by Excise Com- 
missioner Caulfield into Mrs. Mohrle’s 
statement that she drank with one of 
the “rats’’ in a rear room of Allen's 
saioon, Eighteenth and Carr streets. Sa- 
loonkeepers are forbidden to conduct 
winerooms or to serve drinks to women, 
on pain of license revocation. 

The suggestion that she leave, either 
for pay or to avoid’ some calamity, 
bas come to her from many quarters in 
the last few days, Mrs. Mohrle saic 
Tuesday. Tt has usually taken the-form 
ef urging her to ‘te a good fellow”’ 
and “forget it.” 

Called on Friends. 

“T went last night to call on some 
friends of my husband,” said Mrs. 
Mohrle Tueslay. “Jake Edler, a friend 
of ‘Yellow,’ was with.me. Coming back 
after 9 o'clock, we stood at Eighteenth 
and Wash streets, waiting for a car. 

“We saw ‘Pappy’ Tierney come out of 
McFadden's saloon, across the street. 
He is:-one of Egan’s Mats, amd Jake, 
who was with me, didn’t want to speak 
to him. But he came up and gave me a 
lot of talk about how he was a friend 
of my husband.

Inspectors who are here from Wash- 
ington making a secret preliminary in- 
vestigation of conditions in the East 
St. Louls packing houses, are to be re- 
inforced within the next few days by 
Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the Bureau 


of Animal Industry, George P. Mc- 
Cabe, solicitor of the department, and 
an Assistant Attorney-General from 
the Department of Justice. 

These investigators are to be sent to 
East St. Louis to make a thorough in- 
quiry into the charges made by former 
Inspector James F. Harms in a letter 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wilson. 
These high officials, it is understood, 
will have instructions from Secretary 
Wilson to make a coinplete and ihor- 
ough investigation of the packing 
plants. 


It is common report among last 
Side packing employes that two inspec- 
tors sent out from the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry are now at work in the 
packing plants, but Dr. J. B. Clancy. 
inspector in charge of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry at East St. Louis, 
says he has not seen them. 

When the three other officials arrive 
from Washington the five are to be con- 
stituted into a board to inquire thor- 
oughly into all charges. With their ar- 
rival the investigation will probably be- 
come public. 

Harms Wants to Be Heard, 

Harms, who is at his home in Fre- 
mont, O., has expressed a desire to re- 
turn to East St. Louis and prove his 
case. He says he has witnesses to every 
charge he made It is thought that 
Harms will have ample opportunity to 
be heard. 

In his letter to Secretary Wilson 
Harms charged that the Government 
meat inspection is a farce and that much 
stuff that is condemned by the in- 
spectoms on the floor is released by the 
officials higher up. 

Inspectors From Washington. 

Two inspectors were sent out from 
Washington Friday, soon after the re- 
ceipt of Harm's letter. They had ample 
time to reach East St. Louis by Sun- 
day. It is said that without disclosing 
their identity they began a quiet tour 
of the packing plants to see for them- 
selves just what the conditions are. 
Later they are expected to make a pub- 
lic investigation, which has been de- 
manded by both Dr. Clancy and Harms. 

Harms says if he is invited to par- 
ticipate in the investigation he will pre- 
sent many witnesses to substantiate his 
charges. He says he was careful to 
get witnesses to everything he reported 
in his letter, and that many other in- 
spectors will back him up. 

Dr. Melvin, who is coming out at the 
request of Secretary Wilson, is in 
charge of all the inspection system of 
the cougtry, and receives reports from 
all subordinates.

Mr. Bryan admitted that he was ed- 
ltor of the Cemmoner, but said he 
had left a Mr. Metealfe in charge in 
his absence.

GAS PRICES AND PROSPECTS. 
Even when the new proprietors of a public 
utility corporation are friends, neighbors and 
fellow citizens, a public made skeptical by fre- 
quent deception may look askance at suggested 
prospects of lower prices. As a matter of fact 
there is nothing on which to base even a hope of 
cheaper gas. The change in the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. is only in stock ownership. 

It so happens that among the new stockholders 
are men who control natural gas fields more 
than five hundred miles away—farther away, in 
fact, than any point from which natural gas has 
ever yet been pumped to the place of consump- 
tion. Of the engineering feasibility of a plan to 
bring natural gas from the Caddo fields in Lou- 
isiana there seems to be no question, and un- 
doubtedly the proposition could be financed. But 
whether gas brought so far would or could be 
sold in St. Louis at a price to permit its general 
use is another question. 

Rival applicants for natural gas franchises 
started out with a retail price arbitrarily fixed at 
85 cents. The latest appeal for a franchise fixes 
the price at 40 cents and 45 is tentatively named 
as the figure at which the Laclede company 
would deliver Louisiana gas in St. Louis. Con- 
sidered as a substitute for manufactured gas, 45 


‘leents is low, beeause the price charged for man- 


ufactured gas is high. But at 45 cents natural 


| gas would not come into competition with coal 
‘land it would therefore be competition for man- 


ufactured gas only. It would serve only the 
convenience of the individual as fuel and bring 
none of the smokelessness, dustlessness and 
cleanliness which are chief among the benefits 
of natural gas to a community. 

Of course, natural gas, distributed by the ex- 
isting company is preferable to natural gas dis- 
tributed by another. The tearing up of the streets 
and the installation of a complete new system 
would be avoided. But, beyond that the benefits 
would be with the monopoly, which could, un- 
less the Public Utilities Commission should suc- 
cessfully intervene, pump Louisiana gas into its 
mains and sell it at the prices now charged. The 
Laclede company would not be the first one to 
sell natural gas, or natural gas in mixture with 
artificial gas, at the price of the latter. 
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Accepting the official explanation sent out 
from Washington that the mutinous native con- 
stabulary of Mindanao belong to uncivilized hill 
tribes Which speak 26 dialects, make human sac- 
rifices to appease evil spirits and probably go 
barefooted, we find it only surprising that the 
hill tribes can overcome their propensities so far 
as to furnish recruits to the constabulary. Mu- 
tiny, insurrection, pillage and murder are natural 
accompaniments and manifestations of wildness. 
Being ingenuous and innocent the tribesmen 
should not be punished. We have taken account 
of these customs of our wards by shutting our 
eyes to polygamy and winking at slavery. And 
yet these wild men must be punished,- not for 
mutiny or murder, but for being wild. 
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A SHINING LIGHT. 

Howard Conklin Baskerville, who was killed 
while leading a forlorn hope of Persian patriots 
at the siege of Tabriz, was a hero of that: ro- 
mantic type exemplified by Byron and Lafayette, 
Only two years out of Princeton College, and 
destined for a missionary career, young Basker- 
ville was fired by the heat of liberty and gave 
himself up to the service of Persian freedom and 
constitutional government. He was the soul of 
the patriotic cause in the beleaguered city, and 
tried to infuse his own spirit into the backward 
and ignorant Persians, who long for freedom, 
without knowing what it is or how to get it. 
In the presence of the fact itself, Baskerville’s 
sacrifice appears no other than a foolish waste 
of a useful life. He knew that the band he led 
were bewildered, dull, and, perhaps, cowardly; 
he knew there no hope of success, yet he went 
out to certain death—for what? 
Assuming that in the course of nature the 
world had a right to expect year of service 
from him, and considering his quality and heredi- 
ty, we may be sure it would nave been service 
of no mean order, what has the world to hope 
for as the fruit of his great sacrifice. 
We may hope that his unselfish devotion to the 
cause of liberty and human progress will be an 
example for all time, to energize the longings of 
mankind for what is truer and better, and so be 
an ever-living dynamic force upon which divi- 
dends will be paid. Generally speaking that {s the 
use of heroism of this ardent, unthinking sort. 
Byron, Lafayette, Kosciusko did not count the 
cost; they did not calculate possibilities, but their 
spirit animates patriots in all nations and urges 
them forward and upward toward the goal of a 
prefected humanity. 
“Into the darkness many a light shall leap, 
And shine, in the sudden making of splendid 

names.” 
Let us have faith that this boy’s light will con- 
tinue to’ shine, a comfort to his parents and 
friends and an inspiration to all who would leave 
the world better than they find it.

In 722 or 721 B. C., Sargon, King of Aesyria,- swept down upon Samaria, 
carried away many thousands of its citizens into: captivity and repopulated the 
conquered country with Babylonian and Syrian colonists.

She is old, longer beautiful, and 
what has she to show for her years 
of service? Not one cent.
